This letter is to inform the Commission thatAT&T Communicat ions of the South Central States, Inc. and  
TCG Ohio (hereinafter “AT&T”) and  BellSouth have not been able to resolve certain issues relating to 
intercarrier compensat ion in Section 5.3.1 .l of Attachment 3  in the interconnection agreement filed with 
this Commission on  July 20, 2001. AT&T and BellSouth have agreed to continue negotiations with 
respect to these issues past the October 8, 2001 deadl ine stated in B&South’s letter to the Commission 
dated September 20,2001. 

AT&T expects to have these issues resolved by December 24, 2001. At thattime, AT&T and BellSouth 
will either file the agreed upon language or pursue the appropriate remedies available pursuant to the 
interconnection agreement.  AT&T reserves any and all rights to petition this Commission for resolution 
of the issues involved should AT&T and BellSouth not be  able to agree on  negotiated contract language.
